wheat. But Britain is given the 
right td resell, anywhere she 
desires, any surplus of Cana- 
dian wheat she does not need 
for herself, Mr. Strachey, the 
British Minister of Food, has 
just announced that some of the 
Canadian wheat is to be eup- 
plied to Germans in the British 
Zone of Occupation and to the 
people of Mauritius, Ceylon and 
Malta at $1.55 and that some 
quantities of this surplus will 
go to India also at $1.55. Mr. 
Strachey further announced 
that Britain will also supply 
South Africa with some of this 
Canadian wheat, but at the 
world price (which at present ie 
$2.23 a bushel) and that Can- 
ada will receive the difference 
in price on the South African 
sales. 

So we see that some

To Reduce Weed 
Seed: Spread 


The Alberta department of 
agriculture has been requested 
t> prohibit custom seed clean- 
ing except by permit. We know 
that we cannot get rid of weeds 
by planting them, but a surpris- 
ing number of weed seeds are 
drilled into our fields every 
year, 

The custom cleaning plant is 
replacing the individual faning 
mill in many districts. When 
under careful management the 
custom cleaners do effective 
work and render a very useful 
service. When carelessly oper- 
ated they are a menace to the 
community. In the case of a 
farmer with weed seeds like 
wild mustard or hoary cress pat- 
ronizing the cleanig plant, the
